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Summary 


Over the past two years, 2,979 jobs have been created through new businesses 


and expansions. 


The largest number of jobs have been created in the service sector (1,037) 
over the past two years followed by manufacturing (985) and sales (710). 


(Sales and Service accounted for 59% of the jobs created. ) 


In 1987 and in the first part of 1988, a minimum of 2,469 jobs were lost due 
to plant closures in the Region. During this period however, a number of 


jobs were also lost at 10 other businesses that closed. 
The largest number of jobs appear to have been lost in the manufacturing 
sector with the closing of the Firestone plant accounting for 1,300 of the 


jobs lost. 


The unemployment rate has continued to decline since 1983. The 1986 rate 
was 6.9% while the 1987 rate was 6.3%. 


The participation rate continues to increase since 1985. 


Business bankruptcies in Hamilton have declined significantly from 1985 


(143 bankruptcies) to 1987 (64 bankruptcies). 
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
